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SCHOOL REPORT. 





DISTRICT NO. 1. 
J. T. Smart, Prudential Committee. 


Entire year taught by Bertha J. Hobbs, the same teacher as 
last year, and the same remarks will apply. The recitations 
have been characterized by promptness, some of the smaller 
classes in arithmetic appearing remarkably well. The school 
room was quiet and orderly, and the scholars deserved credit 
for careful treatment of the new school building. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 
Geo. A. Wiggin, Prudential Committee. 


Teacher for the year, Clara E. Kimball of Kensington. This 
school has been very satisfactory in appearance at our several 
visits. The scholars having happily recovered from their sulky 
spell of last year, united their efforts [with those of the teacher 
to regain their former good standing. 

The school has become small in number, and the increased 
time afforded for each recitation’was improved in valuable drill 
and black board work. ‘The result was seen in the specially 
creditable examination papers produced at the close of the 
year. An excellent school.

DISTRICT NO. 3. 


David Jewell, Jr., Prudential Committee. 

Spring term taught by Edna A. Hobbs, the teacher of last 
year. | 

Fall term taught by Fred P. Comings, a recent graduate of 
Dartmouth. Mr. Comings isa believer in strong government, 
good order was observable at all times, and a commendable 
amount of hard work was done. 

Winter term taught by Henry L. Felker, who in addition to 
his experience as a teacher, has for some years superintended 
the schools of the town of Madbury. Heat once gained the 
respect of the scholars, and fully maintained his reputation as a 
successful teacher. We like his method of instruction, in that 
it requires of the pupil a comprehension of the ideas of the 
text-books rather than the mere words. Mr. Felker is to be 
credited for the only properly filled register we have ever re- 
ceived. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Benaiah Wiggin, Prudential Committee. 
Charlotte A. Churchill has been in charge the entire year, 
the same teacher appearing in last year’s report. Additional 
comment is deemed unnecessary. 


REMARKS. - 


Our schools as a whole will not fall below their usual condi- 
tion. In three districts the same teachers have been in charge, 
the entire year. Changes have occurred in No. 3, but were un- 
avoidable ; we have had no occasion the present year to advise 
the withdrawal of any teacher. One pupil has been dismissed, 
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otherwise the registers report no case of non-compliance with 
the law concerning attendance. None but experienced teach- 
ers have been employed, and the result has been such as to 
call for no severe criticism. ‘The advantage of having instruct- 
ors who have learned their business is obvious. Districts can 
not afford to use their schools for experimental purposes, for the 
benefit of apprentices. ‘The success of the school depends on 
the selection of the teacher. Everyone has a conception of 
what the ideal teacher should be, but that does not surmount 
the difficulty of selecting the ideal article from among the num- 
erous applicants. It is not sufficient that a young lady be well 
educated, a paragon of moral and filial excellence, and have 
exalted views of the teachers mission, if she lack the “aptitude 
to teach” the result must bea failure. Public opinion will thus 
give its verdict, and though too often based on the representa- 
tions and immature judgment of its own pet hopefuls, it is the 
final appeal and ultimate authority. ‘Those that can not win 
its approval may as well be convinced that they were not called 
for their calling. 

Elementary studies are of themselves dull, and especially so 
to young pupils who have yet to learn the value of studious 
application. It remains for the teacher to surround these branch- 
es with an interesting atmosphere ; to create an interest by their 
own vivacity and intelligent appreciation of them. Let the 
teacher be the light and life of the school room. 

Dignity is essential, but the frigid manner often assumed and 
denominated “school ma’am dignity” inspires little achieve- 
ment; it is often the cloak of mental sluggishness, and while 
it may be conducive to a certain awe-struck sort of order, it 
destroys enthusiasm, discourages the scholar and helps him 
“die in his own opinion.” 

A common fault of the district school is “too many classes.” 
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It makes the school unwieldly, and is a source of weakness. No 
one can do justice to thirty recitations per day. Attention has 
been given to the matter during the year, and it has been rem- 
edied so far as seemed practicable. The number of classes 


has been materially reduced ; the reduction in one case being 


fully one-third. Undoubtedly some were placed below their 
proper standing, but with the increased attention to each rec- 
itation we believe the result will more than justify the course 
taken. 

Written examinations were again required at the close of the 
year, and with very satisfactory results. Each class examined 
was given a variety of questions involving the principles it had 
been over, all ‘‘catch’’ questions being avoided. 

Careful attention was directed to be given to the execution 
of the work. Papers in Arithmetic and Geography being at the 
same time considered as an examination in spelling, composi- 
tion, punctuation, etc. The average percentage attained was 
eighty-one. We are convinced of the utility of these examina- 
tions as a test of school progress, and of their practical value to 
the scholars, because of the excellent drill given by the teach- 
ers In preparation for them. 

Good attendance is an index of good schools. We point 
with pride to the ‘‘Roll of Honor’ containing forty-eight names 
(forty-two per cent of the whole mumber enrolled) and to the 
high percentage of daily attendance. Last year this percentage 
was ninety-one. The superintendent of our schools thirty years 
earlier reported the daily attendance at seventy-five per cent; 
fifteen years later it had risen to eighty-five; the present year 
it stands at ninety-four. 

This is progress in the right direction and is truly encourag- 
ing. The improvement may well be carried farther, scholars 
are still too often allowed to remain at home, or retained for- 


SS ee 
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some slight reason, sometimes to the pecuniary advantage of 
the parent perhaps, but to the permanent intellectual damage 
of the child. ‘There is no better time:or way to inculcate hab- 
its of prompt and close attention to business, than by requir- 
ing such attention to the school work. 

We have a great deal of faith in the possibilities of the com- 
mon school and believe their work should not compare unfa- 
vorably with that of graded schools. Properly managed they 
have a great advantage in the flexibility of their course which 
can be adapted to the varying capacities and needs of the 
scholars as no graded system can. It is certain that those who 
have entered graded schools from this town have not been less 
advanced than others of equal age in the institution they en- 
tered. 

Our own connection with the schools has been very pleasant 
and we desire to acknowledge the uniform kindness and _ cour- 
tesies of all with whom we have been brought in contact. 
Hoping our efforts have not been “all in vain,’ we decline
